•Plumb Planner* and similar gentry is that they have deliberately uw 
luanaged the properties and encouraged inefficiency in order to luak.^ 
out a case for reduced waces. In other words, that they have been

"in his election addresses he invented the hideous normalcy'."

Harding's '■invention" has be.n that this very .xpres.sive word has 
been welcomed by people who can recognize a good thing- The truth 
is, though, that President Harding did not coin it. It has been in the 
dietionarv for years, not iriucli u.sed, it is true, but ready to serve as 
occasion miglit demand and it expressed precisely the idea which the 
Republican nominee wished to convey to the people. This, it is ch ar 
tn most of IK. is the only justification for any language. It is used 
to comnuinicale thoughts. If a man cannot find among the terms 
commonly employed one that meets, his requirements is he not justi- 
fied in coining an appropriate wordf There are an abundance of 
precedents for doing so. In fact the man who is brave enongh or so 
"desperate" that he does fashion a new word to suit a necessity is 
« public benefactor. 

The Chronicle says of the president's message to congress that n 
"contains several |iiKs;is,'es that would cause a shudder in academic 
circles." Well, those iiircles would be the better for being jarred, if 
they will not keep up with the developmnils of ..or language or are 
not familiar with apiirovd itsiifie of it. The critic complains that the 
critic describes Aim riea iis illy prefjared for war's aftermath." But 
while "illy" is rarely used, the lexii'otrrapber declares ihiH ih.' ;mI- 
verb is "refrularly foiined from the adjective 'ill'," so .Mr. Ilanling 
did not err in eniplovinp it. But worst of all, "this message gives us 
•hospitalization," which the English speaking world mi>.'ht surely have 
done very well without." Yet that noun is "as old as the hills. " Ob- 
viously Mr. Harding know« English better than his English critic. 

But, however, . KOtistie;!! "|nirists"' may nip,, ovi r the president's 
choice of words, he "put across." what he had to say and much of it 
is good for the British to read and nndersUnd.

.New York. -- When I'resiileiit Hard- 
ing aditresseii tlie bliml men nnd wo- 
men at the .S'ew York I.lglitbiiuse tor 
the mind, 11 Kast Fifty-nlntli street, 
the notes of his address were taken by 
a blind stenographer. Miss (irace K. 
Koator, and were transcribed by her 
on a typtwrtter In the Lighthouse of- 
fice. 

Miss Keotor has a record of ninety 
worda a minute — better, it Is saldt 
than that of the majority of sighted 
stonographers. She lakes dictation on 

a stenotype maeliliie, and with her fin- 
gers reads the abbreviated dotted 
characters wbicli ase a contraction of 
the rea(iing type used by the blind, and 
ibiMi transcribes Ihem on her type- 
writer. Miss Keator Is lh(> offK ial 
stenographer of the New York Light- 
house, and the ofllcc work is heavy In 
that organization which handles 3,52ft 
cases of the blind In one year. 

All of AHss Keator's business letters 
are written by her on a regular type- 
writer, but for personal correspond- 
ents she used the special writingframe 
devised for the blind. This Instru- 
ment consists of two metal blades of 
ec|iial size, usually no more than one 
foot long, hinged together at one end. 
In one blade there arc cut two or more 
rows of cells of the rei|uired point 
Bjiaee, and In 'bo oilier is a grooved 
bed, or a base wilii writing pit.-< drilled 
Into It. so that nni' blade tits over the 
other. Iletwi en tlieso blades, the paper 
is Inserted. The blade with tho cell 
openings Is place above, and Into it 
are impreased, dith the aid of email 
pointed stylus, dots In the desired 
number and position. 

Type for the blind has never been 
standardized. There are three kinds 
In U50 today. New York point. Ameri- 
can nraille. and English Dralllc, grade 
1", and llie last Is becoming the stand' 
ariiized type for the blind in this conn 
try. Miss Ke.nlnr Is proficient In the 
use of lliesc tliree types. Miss Keator 
lost her sight al the end of her High 
School course Immedltely she set 
about to jireparo herself, once more, 
to be self-supporting. She attended 
an Institution for the Instruction of 
the blind, an dthere she became train- 
ed aa a switchboard operator, a pian- 
ist, and a secretary.
